of telephones and free m.iil deliv 
ery is in the near future. If the 
steam roads have materially aided 
business in|Shelby county would 
not electric roads be beneficial to 
the citizens of Montgomery coun- 
ty? When the building ol a rail- 
road from Mt. Sterling to Lex 
fngtonwai first agitated objectors 
said; •'When that road is built 
you may say good bye to our.bus- 
iness." The road was built, "what 
shout our business?
